Honored  Sir:  As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 

I am  pleased  to  transmit  to  your  office  and  through  it  to  the 
people  of  South  Carolina  by  way  of  their  Representatives  in  the 
General  Assemblv  the  eightieth  annual  report  of  the  South 
Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  This  report  goes 
out  with  the  full  and  complete  sanction  of  this  Board.  It  pre- 
sents in  full  detail  the  activities  of  this  school  for  the  past  year 
and  carries  with  it  a full  financial  statement  for  the  year  1929. 
IVe  hope  this  report  will  receive  careful  study  on  the  part  of 
the  Representatives  now  in  the  General  Assembly  in  order  that 
they  may  the  more  intelligently  provide  for  the  future  growth 
and  development  of  the  one  school  that  South  Carolina  oper- 
ates for  the  education  of  those  of  her  children  who  are  so  handi- 
cajoped  as  to  be  either  deaf  or  blind  or  perhaps  both. 

xV  study  of  this  report  will  convince  any  one  that  there  is  no 
department  which  the  State  is  fostering  and  supporting  that  is 
operated  on  a more  economical  scale  or  one  where  the  State  is 
receiving  lapger  returns  for  her  money  than  in  her  School  for 
the  Deaf  and  the  Blind. 

The  annual  per  capita  cost  of  twenty-nine  American  schools 
for  the  deaf  recently  surveyed  is  more  than  five  hundred  dollars 
while  that  for  South  Carolina  is  two  hundred,  fifty-five  dollars — 
the  lowest  of  any  school  coming  under  this  survey.  We  do  not 
believe  that  South  Carolina  cares  to  boast  long  of  doing  things 
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in  the  cheapest  ^vay  of  all  the  States.  "While  we  know  South 
Carolina  is  not  the  richest  State  in  the  Union  we  know  equally 
as  well  that  she  is  not  the  poorest. 

The  Superintendent  of  this  school  who  is  continuing:  the  pol- 
icy of  his  late  father  in  the  economical  administration  of  the 
school  has  requested  certain  increases  in  the  appropriation  for 
Maintenance  and  we  earnestly  hope  these  will  be  granted.  These 
are  minor  increases  and  need  not  be  discussed  in  this  Letter  of 
Transmittal. 

We  wish  to  direct  all  our  energy  toward  the  securing  of  an 
appropriation  for  an  industrial  building  for  the  school.  If  no 
other  part  of  Dr.  "Walker's  report  is  read  we  hope  that  each 
Representative  will  read  that  part  of  it  which  deals  with  this 
question  of  an  appropriation  for  an  industrial  building  for  this 
school.  South  Carolina  should  no  longer  allow  her  “stand  still'' 
policy  to  deny  her  deaf  and  blind  children  this  needed  train- 
ing along  industrial  lines  and  this  can  not  be  done  without  prop- 
er housing  and  equipment. 

I wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  publicly  thank  Dr.  "Walker  and 
his  corps  of  officers  and  instructors  for  the  fine  piece  of  educa- 
tional work  which  they  are  doing  at  Cedar  Spring.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  C oinmissioners  of  the  South  Carolina  School  for 
the  Deaf  and  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen:  For  your  consideration  and  information  I wish 

to  place  in  your  hands  the  eightieth  Annual  Report  of  this 
school. 

Taking  the  year  as  a whole  and  vieAved  from  almost  any  stand- 
point it  was  good.  There  are  still  certain  phases  of  the  work 
where  Ave  AAUsh  improvement  but  this  will  take  time. 

Certain  changes,  inaugurated  with  the  consent  of  your  Board, 
have  in  our  estimation  proA’en  A ery  successful. 

First  of  these  Avas  the  experiment  of  the  Christmas  A^acation. 
We  entered  upon  this  experiment  Avith  some  doubts  as  to  its 
proving  a success,  but  Ave  are  Avell  pleased  Avith  the  result.  Every 
child  Avas  sent  home  for  a full  tAvo  Aveeks,  every  teacher  Avas 
off  for  this  time  and  eA^ery  employee  had  at  least  one  Aveek  of 
vacation.  This  plan  causes  us  to  open  one  Aveek  earlier  and 
close  one  Aveek  later  and  necessarily  cost  some  additional  money 
but  it  Avas  Avell  Avorth  the  cost.  Children,  teachers,  and  em- 
ployees came  back  rested  and  in  better  condition  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year's  Avork.  The  railroads  kindly  give  our 
children  a one  fare  rate  for  the  round  trip  and  thus  the  cost  to 
the  parents  Avas  small. 

The  “bonus  system”  for  the  teachers  has  Avorked  very  success- 
fully and  Avas  heartily  appreciated  by  the  teachers.  It  cost  the 
school  something  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  but  Avas  worth 
more  than  that  amount. 

Under  the  various  headings  Avhich  follow  Ave  discuss  the  dif- 
ferent phases  of  the  school  life. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  enrollment  for  the  fiscal  year  Avas  three  hundred  ninety- 
four,  of  these  three  hundred  tAvelve  Avere  Avhite  and  eightj^-tAvo 
negro  children.  Last  year  our  enrollment  Avas  three  hundred 
ninety-eight,  thus  giAung  us  a decrease  of  four  for  the  year.  The 
decrease  in  the  department  for  Avhite  children  Avas  two,  Avhile 
there  Avas  a decrease  in  the  department  for  colored  children  of 
tAvo.  This  decrease  is  not  due,  as  much  as  Ave  would  like  to  be- 
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Here  it,  to  a decrease  in  deafness  or  blindness  bnt  is  rather  due 
to  the  three  following  causes:  (a)  The  parents  of  quite  a num- 

ber of  the  children  in  this  school  have  moved  to  other  States, 
(b)  The  financial  condition  of  the  eastern  and  southeastern  parts 
of  our  State  is  forcing:  the  parents  of  some  of  our  older  boys  to 
keep  them  at  home  on  the  farm,  (c)  Our  refusing  admission 
to  man}"  children  who  belong  to  the  State  Training  School  at 
Clinton,  and  not  to  this  school. 

Ik'low  is  given  the  classification  of  our  enrollment.

HEALTH 

The  general  health  of  the  school  was  good.  For  your  in- 
formation we  are  presenting  herewith  the  report  of  our  physi- 
cian, Dr.  D.  L.  Smith: 

‘T  wish  to  submit  the  following  medical  report  of  my  work 
at  Cedar  Spring  for  the  past  j’ear,  1927-28. 

“We  had  156  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  spending 
492  days  in  all. 

“We  only  had  tAvo  serious  cases,  both  of  them  being  pneumonia ; 
both  of  them  recoA^ering  Avithout  much  distress.  I might  men- 
tion the  fact  that  one  of  these  cases  of  pneumonia  had  no  medi- 
cine administered  during  its  stay  in  the  hospital. 

“We  vaccinated  41  children  for  small  pox  and  48  for  typhoid 
Fever. 

“We  had  no  contagious  diseases. 
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“We  paid  a total  of  8*2  calls. 

“The  children  have  siitVered  less  with  diseases  this  year  and 
each  year  we  have  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
sick  in  the  school.  1 think  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  quanti- 
ty of  milk  given  to  tlie  children  and  to  tlie  free  use  of  the  hos- 
pital, for  as  soon  as  a child  has  a sore  throat  or  a cold,  it  is  ad- 
mitted so  as  to  prevent  a spread  of  the  disease.” 

“We  were  very  fortunate  this  year  in  not  having  an  epidemic 
of  measles,  although,  we  had  a very  wide  spread  epidemic  in  all 
parts  of  the  State.  We  have  missed,  so  far,  having  any  serious 
injury  to  the  children.  In  former  years,  avc  have  had  one  or 
more  fractures  to  treat.  This  year  we  have  had  none.” 

This  rejAort  covers  fully  the  question  from  the  standpoint  of 
our  physician  and  the  sick  children  but  does  not  touch  the  great 
number  of  children  Avho  did  not  enter  the  hospital.  The  health 
reconls  and  charts  kept  by  the  ])hysical  directors  tell  the  real 
story  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  children.  We  have 
Avatched  very  carefully  this  year  the  undernourished  child  and 
have  been  pleased  Avith  the  results  in  almost  every  case.  An  in- 
crease of  ten  pounds  for  the  year  Avas  the  average  for  this  class 
of  children.  Not  only  has  this  been  due  to  the  increase  in  our 
milk  supi>ly  but  also  to  the  balanced  food  ration  and  to  the  care 
Ave  have  excercised  over  all  food  eated  outside  of  our  dining-room. 
It  has  cost  the  school  additional  money  to  increase  our  milk  sup- 
ply and  to  put  on  our  table  this  better  balanced  ration  but  Ave 
knoAv  it  has  been  Avorth  the  time  and  the  cost.  To  one  Avho  is  as 
interested  in  the  physical  betterment  of  the  children  as  in  the 
mental,  it  has  been  most  gratifAung  to  Avatch  this  steady  physi- 
cal improvement  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  this  school. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  discipline  of  our  school  during  the  past  year  Avas  good. 
The  good  spirit  that  has  prevailed  among  our  children  for  several 
years  past  continued  throughout  last  year.  We  are  sure  that 
the  Christmas  vacation  helped  us  to  have  a better  satisfied  and 
more  contented  group  of  children;  a happy  child  is  not  a hard 
child  to  control. 

We  have  taken  time  this  year  to  study  carefully  those  children 
who  do  not  fit  in  Avith  the  general  rules  for  the  operation  of 
the  school  and  find  that  oft  time  the  cause  for  this  lack  of  ability 
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to  adjust  themselves  to  existing  conditions  was  mental  or  physi- 
cal Aveakness.  Acting  on  this  conviction  Ave  gave  this  class  of 
children  school  Avork  better  fitted  to  their  mental  ability,  or  hos- 
pital treatment. 

Any  child  Avhich  feels  that  it  is  making  progress,  no  matter 
what  the  line,  is  not  hard  to  control. 

We  have  continued  the  policy  adopted  in  former  years,  viz, 
the  smaller  the  child  the  smaller  the  punishment — an  eight  year 
old  boy  can  not  steal  while  an  eighteen  year  old  one  can. 

I^sDUSTEIAL  DEPAETMENT 

Another  year  has  passed  and  Ave  are  still  going  forAvard  Avith 
our  industrial  Avork  with  inadequate  housing  and  equipment. 
We  do  not  believe  that  Ave  are  giving  the  prominence  to  this  de- 
partment that  it  should  have  and  that  it  Avill  haA^e  Avhen  Ave  are 
prepared  to  make  it  co-ordinate  Avith  the  other  three  major  de- 
jDartments.  We  are  firmly  convinced  that  the  ability  to  make  a 
dress,  or  build  a dresser  is  of  more  importance  than  the  ability 
to  name  the  countries  and  capitals  of  Central  Europe.  We  know 
that  everything  can  not  be  done  in  a day  but  Ave  hope  soon  to 
see  this  change  take  place  in  our  school. 

We  make  our  industrial  department  serA^e  a double  purpose, 
viz,  teaching  the  children  to  make  things  and  supplying  the 
school  Avith  necessities  such  as  mattresses,  mats,  furniture,  bed 
linen.  toAvels,  rugs,  and  other  things.  A large  amount  of  repair 
work  for  the  plant  also  comes  from  the  boys  of  our  Avood-shop. 

MUSIC  DEPAETMENT 

This  department  is  noAv  Avell  equipped  from  a physical  stand- 
IDoint.  We  now  haA'e  one  organ,  fifteen  pianos,  and  other  equip- 
ment. This  department  in  its  personnel  is  also  Avell  equipped 
employing  a director,  three  assistants,  a part  time  violin  teacher, 
and  an  instructor  in  tuning.  With  this  physical  equipment  and 
strong  staff  Ave  did  good  Avork  in  this  department  last  year. 

With  the  increase  in  the  faculty  of  this  department  has  come 
the  time  for  more  technical  and  theoretical  study  and  this  in 
turn  has  given  the  individual  student  a more  practical  knoAvledge 
of  the  studies  pursued. 

We  have  in  mind  this  fall,  if  finances  Avill  permit,  to  add  to 
our  tuning  department  instruction  in  the  repairing  and  rework- 
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ing  of  the  j)iano  player.  This  type  of  piano  is  becomino:  popular 
and  we  feel  onr  boys  should  have  a working  knowledge  of  this 
instrument. 

ATHLETIC  DEPAETMENT 

In  the  beginning  of  tliis  report  we  touched  oh  the  importance 
of  the  work  of  this  department.  AVe  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  school  Avhich  hands  its  diploma  to  a pln’sical  wreck  is 
not  entitled  to  e.xist.  AA'e  have  elevated  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment until  it  now  has  precedence  over  all  other  work.  Every 
child  meets  the  physical  director  twice  a da}”^  for  work.  During 
the  morning  hours  Ave  have  the  setting  up  exercises  and  corrective 
Avork  Avhile  in  the  afternoon  Ave  haA'e  floor  exercises,  formings, 
tactics,  stunts,  and  group  Avork. 

Athletics  naturally  leads  to  contests  and  Ave  have  these:  Ave 

have  our  intra-sc’hool  and  inter-school  contests.  Our  contests  in- 
clude football,  basket  ball,  base  ball,  and  track  meets. 

Of  all  our  teams  this  year  our  basket  ball  teams — girls  and 
boys — made  the  best  showing,  both  going  into  the  finals  for  the 
Upper  State  (''hamjhonship  of  the  State  High  School  Athletic 
Association.  The  ability  of  our  deaf  athletes  to  Avin  in  competi- 
tion Avith  normal  boys  and  girls  instills  into  them  the  feeling  that 
after  all  deafness  is  a handicap  and  not  an  afiliction. 

AA'hile  Ave  are  entering  these  inter-school  contests  Ave  are  at 
the  same  time  fostering  the  intra-school  contests  for  in  these  eAery 
girl  and  every  boy  must  take  j)art,  thus  training  each  one  to  have 
a thought  of  and  a care  for  his  plu’sical  self. 

LITEE  AE  A'  1 )E  PAETMENT 

Energy  and  hard  Avork  ahvays  bring  about  results  but  energy 
sy.stematically  concentrated  usually  attains  quicker  and  jnore 
lasting  results. 

In  making  the  report  for  this  department  of  the  school  Ave 
Avish  to  })resent  it  in  three  sections,  viz.  the  colored  de])artment, 
the  department  for  the  blind,  and  the  department  for  the  deaf. 

COLOE  E I ) 1 ) E I ‘A  ETM  E NT 

In  the  colored  department  of  our  school  this  A’ear  much  time 
and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  surroundings  and  management 
of  the  pupils.  Last  September  the  school  Avas  placed  in  charge 
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of  a new  matron,  a bo}^’s  supervisor,  and  girl’s  supervisor. 
These  three  negroes,  who  are  capable  and  industrious,  have  given 
all  of  their  time  toward  the  improvement  of  the  health,  surround- 
ings, and  conduct  of  the  children  in  their  charge. 

Before  school  opened  the  three  story  building  which  houses 
this  department  of  our  school  was  thoroughlj^  renovated,  painted, 
and  cleaned.  School-rooms,  bed-rooms,  dining-rooms,  and  kitch- 
en— all  were  improved.  Througliout  the  nine  months  this 
building  has  been  kept  in  the  same  excellent  condition.  From 
the  front  door  to  the  kitclien  the  rooms  are  Avell  swept  and  neat. 

No  little  amount  of  time  and  thought  has  been  given  to  the 
daily  diet.  A better  and  more  efficient  cook  has  been  secured 
and  there  has  been  more  variety  in  the  meals. 

In  this  department  of  the  school  this  year,  we  have  had  en- 
rolled eighty-tAvo  pupils.  For  this  number  Ave  haA^e  four  teachers. 
Our  classes  and  class-rooms  are  croAvded,  but  this  is  a condition 
Avhich  can  not  at  the  present  time  be  remedied. 

The  Avork  of  each  class  has  this  j^ear  been  more  carefully 
planned  and  supervised  than  heretofore.  One  of  the  teachers 
from  the  department  for  the  Avhite  children  has  spent  a part  of 
each  day  in  the  class-rooms  supervising  and  directing  the  Avork. 

This  year  there  AA^ere  tAvo  graduates  in  the  deaf  department 
and  one  in  the  blind. 

In  looking  over  Avhat  has  been  acconi})lished  in  the  nine  months 
Ave  feel  that  this  department  of  the  school  has  completed  a good 
year’s  work.  It  is  going  forAvard  from  year  to  year  and  making 
pleasing  progress. 

DEPAKTMENT  FOE  WHITE— BLIND 

The  department  for  the  blind  consists  of  the  grammar  school 
and  the  high  school.  In  the  grammar  school  are  seven  grades 
and  in  the  high  school  four. 

In  planning  this  course  of  stud}^  our  aim  has  been  to  copy  as 
nearl}?  as  possible  the  one  folloAved  by  one  of  the  leading  high 
schools  of  the  State.  While  Ave'  have  not  as  yet  accomplished 
this  aim  Ave  feel  that  each  year  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made 
toAvard  it. 

This  A-ear  we  instituted  in  this  department  a new  method  of 
study  Avhich  is  based  on  the  honor  system.  The  pupils  in  the  in- 
termediate classes  did  most  of  their  Avork  in  the  study  halls  under 
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the  direction  of  a teacher.  This  duty  was  changed  from  time  to 
time.  Tlie  pupils  in  the  high  school  were  allowed  to  study  in 
their  own  rooms  without  direct  supervision.  There  were  numer- 
ous details  to  be  changed  and  })erfected  but,  on  a whole,  the  plan 
was  a success.  Both  the  boys  and  girls  seemed  to  respond  to  the 
idea  and  it  appears  that  their  sense  of  honor  and  independence 
is  being  developed. 

By  degrees  our  library  has  been  enlarged  until  we  now  have 
one  that  is  quite  an  asset  to  our  school.  A carefully  planned 
course  of  reading  was  begun  this  year,  and  most  satisfactory  re- 
sults were  accomplished.  Each  child,  no  matter  what  age, 
spent  a certain  j>art  of  his  day  reading  some  book  from  the  li- 
brary. After  this  book  was  read  the  pupil  handed  a satisfactory 
report  of  his  reading  to  the  teacher  in  charge.  IVe  feel  that 
from  this  work  most  of  the  pupils  are  gaining  in  various  ways, 
and  that  in  the  future  the  benefit  may  be  still  more  decided. 

d'he  discipline  in  this  branch  of  our  school  this  yeai’  has  caused 
almost  no  concern.  A\'eek  aftei-  week  Avent  by  with  only  an  oc- 
casional demerit,  d'he  girls  are  ladies  and  the  boys  ha\e  a high 
sense  of  honor  upon  which  we  may  dc])end.  Looking  at  the  work 
of  this  department  and  comparing  it  with  that  of  other  years  we 
feel  that  the  ])ast  nine  months  have  been  unusually  satis Tactory 
ones.  A^'e  have  not  always  accomplished  our  goal  but  Ave  are  at 
least  on  the  way  and  have  clear  definite  aims. 

DEPABlArEXT  EOB  THE  DEAF— AVUll’E 

The  literary  Avork  of  this  department  for  the  deaf  is  carried 
on  by  fifteen  teachers,  nine  oral  and  six  manual,  Avith  one  super- 
vising teacher.  This  year,  the  jirimary  department  consists  of 
the  following  classes;  in  the  ])rimary.  tAvo  second  grades,  a third 
grade,  all  oi-al.  Avith  an  ungraded  class  of  slow  pui)ils.  Avho 
are  taught  by  a manual  teacher,  but  do  most  of  theii’  Avork 
in  Aviiting.  building;  and  in  the  main  building  a fourth  grade 
oral  clas.s. 

The  intermediate  dejiartmeiit  consists  of  the  oral  fifth  and 
sixth  grades,  Avith  a sixth  and  seventh  manual  class  taught  by 
one  teacher  and  an  ungraded  class  of  sIoav  pupils. 

I'he  high  school  dei)artment  consists  of  four  manual  classes, 
the  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh,  the  tAvo  latter  being  taught 
by  the  same  teacher. 
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Of  the  thirty-eight  new  pupils  entering  this  department  last 
fall,  twenty-eight  have  remained  in  our  two  beginning  classes. 
In  one  class  all  but  one  child  will  complete  the  year’s  work,  while 
eight  in  the  other  will  do  so,  the  others  being  mentally  slow.  The 
yearbooks  for  these  pupils  have  been  made  by  the  teachers. 

The  primaiy  manual  class  was  organized  this  year,  and  the 
pupils  have  done  good  work.  They  have  learned  to  take  the 
jDi'inted  form  and  write  it  into  script. 

The  other  five  primary  classes  have  done  good  work,  and  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the  pupils  will  pass  to  the  next  grade. 
All  these  pupils  have  written  their  own  j^earbooks. 

We  have  found  that  the  twenty  minute  daily  periods  of  rhythm 
work  given  to  six  of  our  primary  grades  help  them  veiy  much 
in  their  speech  as  well  as  in  their  movements. 

In  our  intermediate  and  high  school  departments,  the  one  hour 
of  school  at  night  was  changed  to  a supervised  study  hour  of 
from  one-half  hour  for  fifth  grade  to  two  or  three  hours  for  the 
high  school  pupils.  This  change  has  been  very  beneficial  es- 
pecially, to  our  high  school  pupils  who  have  done  more  real 
studying  than  ever  before. 

During  the  second  term,  sets  of  study  readers  recently  adopted 
by  the  public  schools  have  been  very  profitably  used  by  our 
classes  from  the  first  to  the  seventh  grades. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  reading  this  year,  as  we 
feel  that  in  instilling  into  the  deaf  child  a love  for  reading  good 
literature,  we  have  given  him  a foundation  upon  which  he  can 
build  indefinitely. 

We  have  in  our  school  one  pupil.  Ruby  Miller,  who  is  totally 
deaf  and  blind.  This  girl  of  course  must  be  educated  by  an  en- 
tirely difiPerent  method  from  that  employed  for  our  other  pupils. 
She  has  a teacher  who  gives  her  entire  time  to  this  work. 

In  teaching  Ruby  our  aim  has  been  not  to  accomplish  the  spec- 
tacular or  the  unusual  but  to  give  her  the  things  that  will  best 
fit  her  for  a useful,  happy  life. 

Ruby  Miller  last  year  completed  with  an  excellent  average  the 
work  done  in  the  average  second  year  high  school.  She  com- 
pleted courses  in  Latin  grammar,  ancient  history,  and  American 
literature.  In  addition  to  these  she  made  good  progress  in  al- 
gebra and  French.  She  also  spent  an  hour  each  day  reading 
books  which  had  been  selected  as  reading  material  for  the  second 
year  high  school. 
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'When  not  in  the  class-room  Kiiby  spends  her  time  with  the 
other  girls.  She  is  a member  of  one  of  our  domestic  science 
classes.  H ‘

We  expect  to  have  this  interesting  young  lad}'  with  us  for  two 
more  years  and  then  she  plans  to  enter  some  standard  college  in 
the  State. 

Our  closing  exercises  this  year  were  held  in  our  auditorium 
on  Friday  evening,  June  first  at  eight  o'clock.  As  usual  these 
exercises  were  well  attended.  There  were  five  graduates — all 
girls — one  of  these  was  from  the  department  for  the  blind  and 
four  from  the  department  for  the  deaf.  AVe  are  proud  of  this 
cla.ss  and  feel  in  turning  them  back  to  the  State  that  they  will 
prove  that  they  have  not  been  educated  in  vain.

The  amount  of  $2,000.00  for  repairs  was  largely  spent  on  re- 
painting the  inside  of  the  Primary  Building  and  renovating  the 
interior  of  the  Laundry. 

The  $4,000.00  for  l\)rches,  Covered  AAhiys  or  Toilets  was  spent 
on  toilets  and  bath-room  facilities  at  the  colored  school.  At  this 
school  we  have  been  using  outside  toilets  and  these,  being  on  the 
water  shed  of  oui‘  spring,  were  condemned  by  the  State  Board  of 
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Health.  Hence  we  felt  the  necessity  of  spending  this  monej^  in 
this  way.  We  now  have  a most  modern  equipment  in  the  line  at 
our  colored  school. 

The  $4,000.00  for  laundry  was  spent  in  the  purchase  of  laundry 
machinery.  Our  laundry  is  now  well  equipped. 

The  $1,736.07  for  interest  was  paid  to  the  First  National  Bank, 
Spartanburg,  for  interest  on  the  money  borrowed  by  the  Super- 
intendent under  authority  from  your  Board  to  complete  our  In- 
termediate Dormitory  and  for  the  laying  of  our  water  main.  The 
amount  borrowed  was  paid  direct  by  the  State  Treasurer,  we  pay- 
ing only  the  interest.

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lender  Personal  Service  ^ve  are  asking  for  an  increase  of 
$.‘*,415.00.  d'his  anionnt  is  accounted  for  in  the  most  part  by 
small  incivases.  d'lie  largest  of  these  is  $1,200.00  to  comjilete  the 
salary  for  the  Principle  and  Assistant  Superintendent  for  the 
year  1020,  only  half  of  his  salary  having  been  api)ro])riated  in 
1028.  Xext  after  this  comes  an  item  of  $1,000.00  for  an  extra 
teacher  which  we  feel  is  needed  to  reduce  the  size  of  onr  classes. 
Xext  lar<rest  item  of  the  increase  is  $000.00  for  an  additional 
mechanic  or  utility  man.  We  are  spending  entirely  too  much 
money  on  skilled  laborers  in  Spartanburg.  The  one  man  we 
now  have  has  too  much  to  do — he  needs  a helper.  He  is  trying 
to  kee|)  up  our  plumbing,  do  our  laundry  work,  in.struct  our  hoys 
in  the  woodshop,  and  do  many  other  odd  jobs.  The  only  other 
items  large  enough  to  discuss  are  $500.00  for  onr  “bonus  fund” 
and  $500.00  for  an  aurist.  AVe  consider  these  approj)riations 
necessary  to  the  better  (leveloj)ment  of  this  school. 

Under  Contractual  Services  we  are  asking  for  an  increase  of 
$450.00 — $400.00  for  additional  water  cost  and  $50.00  for  larger 
telephone  service.  AVe  find  that  it  is  safer  to  use  city  water  than 
our  spring  water  and  this  will  cost  us  more. 

Tender  Supplies  we  are  requesting  an  increase  of  $1,300.00- 
$500.00  for  additional  food  supi)lies,  $500.00  for  additional 
feed  supplies,  and  $300.00  for  minor  increases.  AAT  know  the.se 
two  items  arc  necessary  if  we  are  to  continue  the  present  diet 
which  we  are  giving  the  children  of  the  school. 

Under  Equipment  we  are  asking  an  increase  of  $1,500.00 — $1,- 
000.00  for  household  equipment  and  $500.00  for  books  for  our 
deaf  children.  An  inspection  of  our  household  equijunent  will 
convince  any  one  that  we  need  this  extra  $1,000.00.  AA’e  do  not 
feel  that  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  urge  the  necessiU^  of  the  appro- 
priation of  $500.00  for  books  for  our  library. 

Last  year  the  General  Assembly  cut  our  appropriation  for  The 
Repairing  of  Buildings  and  Improvement  of  Grounds  from 
$4,000.00  to  $2,000.00.  The  result  is  that  we  have  been  able  to  do 
nothing  this  year  on  our  grounds.  AA"^e  had  to  spend  the  $2,000.00 
given  ns  on  the  roofs  of  our  buildings  to  stop  leaks.  The  ter- 
rific rains  of  the  past  summer  did  serious  injury  to  our  buildings 
and  roads — we  had  only  sufficient  money  to  repair  the  buildings. 

AVe  are  asking  for  $10,000.00  to  install  a sprinkler  system  for 
our  dormitories.  This  will  not  complete  the  job  but  will  take 
care  of  the  most  dangerous  situations.  AVe  are  sure  the  General 
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Assembly  will  appropriate  this  money  if  it  understands  the  great 
need  for  it. 

We  are  requesting  $4,800.00  for  stokers.  This  request  is  in  the 
line  of  economy.  With  this  installation  we  believe  we  can  save 
mone}^  on  our  fuel  bill  and  have  a more  satisfactory  heat  supply. 

Once  more  we  are  requesting  an  appropriation  for  an  indus- 
trial building  and  equipment.  When  graduates  from  our  best 
colleges  and  universities  are  found  today  doing  manual  labor  for 
a living  it  is  time  for  us  to  train  our  deaf  and  blind  boys  and 
girls  to  make  a living  by  giving  them  expert  training  along  some 
technical  line.  More  than  90%  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  finish 
at  the  school  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  must  make  their  living 
with  their  hands  and  we  feel  the  school  should  today  and  not  to- 
morrow be  giving  them  this  training.  We  do  not  believe  the 
State  can  afi'ord  to  stand  still  any  longer  on  this  question. 

CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  this  our  first  report  as  SuiDerintendent,  we  Avish 
to  state  that  it  is  no  light  burden  that  rests  on  the  shoulders  of 
your  Superintendent.  To  be  responsible  for  the'physical,  mental, 
and  moral  betterment  of  nearly  four  hundred  children  Avho  have 
entered  life  bereft  of  one  of  their  senses — a most  important  one — 
this  is  a real  responsibiliW.  We  have  tried  to  meet  it  Avith  the 
best  Ave  have. 

But  there  is  a I’eal  joy  that  comes  from  directing  a group  of 
workers  Avho  are  interested  in  the  development  of  the  children 
under  them  and  Avho  are  pushing  toward  a higher  level  the  stand- 
ard of  education  for  the  deaf  and  the  blind  children*  in  this 
State.  This  group  of  men  and  Avomen  has  made  it  possible  for 
a leading  doctor  in  this  State  to  say,  “I  think  that  you  liaA^e 
made  Avonderful  improvement  in  the  little  girl.  It  is  hard  to 
believe  she  is  the  same  hopeless  little  Avaif  and  I congratulate 
you  on  the  fine  Avork  you  are  doing.” 

xVnd  over  all  these  Avorkers  is  an  unselfish  group  of  five  men, 
knoAvii  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind.  Your  time,  thought,  interest,  and  co-operation 
have  been  deeply  appreciated  by  the  school  and  should  be  by  the 
j^eople  of  this  State.
